favorable to the Ottomans.

where the ch>f action is taking place 
or how the opposing forces compare 
It is Turkey’s last chance to re­ 
trieve an almost hopeless campaign. 
Nazim Pasha is fighting with his hack 
to the wall; his communications have 
been cut and it is impossible for him 
to get fresh supplies or reinforce­ 
ments 
In Constantinople 
the 
feeling 
of 
confidence is reviving. 
It is believed 
that the war minister has at last as­ 
sumed the offensive. 
Put this is by 
no means certain, as the battle may 
have been forced upon him. 
Sofia dispatches indicate a contin­ 
ued forward movement of the Bulgari­ 
ans. but give no details. 
There still 
Is no confirmation 
of the reported 
capture of Pule Burgas, Demotika and 
Drama. The Bulgarians still are fight­ 
ing in the direction of Visa in pursu­ 
ance of their plan to advance to the 
extreme east in the direction of Con­ 
stantinople. 
The Greeks also are marching, with 
victories to their credit, toward Sa- 
lonlkl, where a feeling of extreme 
anxiety is said to prevail and provi­ 
sions are running short. 
The fact 
that no apparent effort is being mado 
to stem the Greek advance to Ba'oniki 
Is held to indicate that the bulk of 
T urkey’s army there has been trans­ 
ferred to Thrace. 
No recent information has been re­ 
ceived of the operations around Scu­ 
tari or other points to the wrest and 
Sofia observed a significant silence.

The prime minister, Mr. As­ 
quith. had an audience with the king. 
No formal action has been taken or 
Is likely to be taken until the result 
of the great battle is known.
